The Church has had few more faithful 
preachers than Thomas Halyburton, who, 
a century and a half ago, sat inthe “di- 
vinity_chair” of the Scotch University of 
st. Andrews. And his most impressive 
diseolirses were delivered on a dying bed. 
“This is the best pulpit,” said -he, “that 
ever was in; I-am laid on this bed for 
this end, that. I may comniend my Lord.” 

The sermons which Halyburton preach- 
ed when in health, to the students of St. 
Andrews, are now nearly perished; but the 
diary of the lastthappyjweeks and months in 
his sick chamber never canfbe forgotton, It 
is a book for every room of suffering. To his 
= wife, who stood weeping by his bedside, he 

once said, “My sweet bird, are you here? 
lam nomore thine. Iam_ the Lord’s.— 
On the day 1 took you by the hand in mar- 
riage, I wist not how I could ever get my 
heart off you again, but now I have got it 
done, Do not weep; you should rather re- 
joiee, Rejoice with me, and let us exalt 
His name together, We shall be one fam- 
ily iv heaven, but you must even stay awhile 
alter me to take care of God's bairns.” At 
another time he remarked to her, after a 
night of excruciating pain—‘Jesus ‘came 
to me in the third watch of the night, walk- 
ing upon the waters; and he said to me, ‘T 
an Alpha and Omega, the beginning and 
sof hell and of 
death” He stilled the teqpest in my soul, 
and lof there was a sweet alm!” 

When the 84th Psalm had been sang for 
him, he said—-I have always had a mistun- 
ed voice, but worst of all, a mistuned heart; 
but shortly, when I join the tem le-service 
above, there shall not be, world without 
end, ‘one string of my affections out of 
tune.” To his. aged elder he remarked— 
“Jamie, ye are an auld man, and I am dy- 
ing; yet the child is going to die a hundred 
years old. 1 am like-a shock of. corn fully 
ripe. 1 have ripened fast under the bright 
Sun of righteousness, and I have bad brave 
showers.” 

We have read of many sublime displays 
of courage in the dying hour, but never 
met with such a calm confronting of the 
king of terrors as the following 
displays—“I am not acting the fool,” said 
he toa physician, “but I have weighed 
eternity during the-past night. I have 
looked on death as stripped of all things 
pleasant to nature; I have considered the 
spade and the grave, and every circumstance 
in death that is terrible to us. And under 
the view of all these, I found that in the 
ways of God that gave me satisfaction— 
not merely a rational satisfaction, but a 
heart-engaging power that makes me rejoice.” 
In these days of sudden departures at the 
stroke of the cholera pestilence, how cheer- 
ing to read such lofty. words! 

On the morning of the 23d of Septem- 
ber, 1712, he went down into the dark val- 
ley. Yet he did not go alone, nor did the 
calm sunshine withdraw from his pathway ; 
inthe even-time it was light about him.

Men of genius without endurance cannot 
succeed. 
business may find it i 
therein all their days. 
mand achange. New and wider 
en and success may be opened to 
them; new elements of character may be 
developed. Men may have a positive dis- 
taste for some pursnits, and success may de- 
mand a change. None of these cases fall 
within the general role. Men who have 
rare talents, if they “are everything by 
turns, and nothing long,” must not expect 
to prosper. No form of business is free 
from vexations; each man knows the spot 
on which his own harness chafes; but he 
cannot know how much his own neighbor 
suffers, It is said that a Yankee can splice 
a rope in many different ways; an Eng- 
lish sailor kuows but one method, but in 
that method he does his work well. Lite 
is not long enough to allow any one to be 
really master of but one pursuit, 

The history of eminent men in all pro- 
fessions and callings proves this, The great 
statesman, Daniel Wehster, Was a great 
lawyer, His boyhood was marked only by 
uncommon industry; as a speaker he did 
not excel in early life. With great delil-

sion, nor could he be deterred from his clo- 
sen pursuit. While a poor student, not 
the tempting prise of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars a year as clerk of the courts, then a 
large sum, gained with great difficulty for 
him by the zeal and influence of his father, 
nor all the persuasions of his father, could 
turn him from the mark he had set before 
him; and his great eulogist, the Attorney- 
General of Massachusetts, is another mark- 
ed illustration of resolute endurance and 


one profession, making him one of the chief 
ornaments of that profession, if not its head, 
in the United States. 

Qur late distinguished Ambassador at 
- the Court of St. James, Abbot Lawrence, 
whose wealth ig poured out for all benevo- 
lent purposes in donations large as the sea, 
can recall the time when he had his profes- 
sion to select, and the first dollar of his 
splendid fortune to earn. He chose delib- 
erately a calling; he pursned that occupa- 
tion with integrity and endurance, through 
dark days and trying seasons, and the re- 
sult is before the world. This case affords 
an apt illustration of the proverb of the 
wise nan, that “‘a man diligent in his busi- 
ness shall stand before kings, and not be- 
fore mean men.” 


The late John Jacob Astor, as he feft | 


his native Germany, paused beneath a lin- 
den-tree not far from the line that separa- 
ted his native land from another, and made 
three resolutions, which he intended should 
guide him through life:—“1. He would be 
honest. 2. He would be industrious. 3. 
He would never gamble.” He was on foot; 
his wealth was in the small bundle that 
swung from the stick laid on his shoulder. 
The world was before him. He was able 

_ta carry them out His success is the best 
comment on his endurance. Stephen Gi- 
rard, at the age of forty years, was in quite 
moderate circumstances, being the captain 
of a small coasting vessel on the Delaware, 
and part owyer of the same, No trait in 
his character was more marked than ‘sis 
endurance, and this element gave him a for- 
tune, 

All men who have sueceeded well in life 
have been men of high resolve and endu- 
rance, The famed William Pitt was in 
early life fond of gaming; the passion in- 
creased with his years; he knew that he 
must at once master the passion or the pas- 
sion would master him, He made a firm 
resolve that he would never again play at 
a game of hazard, He could make such a 
resolution; he could keep it. His subse- 
quent eminence was the fruit of that pow- 
er. William Wilberforce, in his early days, 
like most young men of his rank and age, 
loved the excitement of places of hazard. 
He wasone night persuaded to keep the 
furo-bank. He saw the ruin of the vice of 
gaming as he never saw it before; he was 
appalled with what he beheld. Sitting 
amid gaming, ruin, and despair, he took 
the resolution that he would never again 
enter a gaming house. He changed his 
company with the change of his conduct, 
and subsequently became one of the most 
distinguished Englishmen of his age. 

Dr. Samuel Johnson was once requested 
to drink wine witha friend; the Doctor 
proposed tea. ‘But drink a little wine,” 
said his host. ‘I cannot,” was the reply; 
“I know abstinence-—-I know excess; but I 
know nolmedium. Long since, I resolved, 
that as I could not drink a Aiétle wine, I 
would drink none at all.” A man who 
could thus support his resolution by: action 
was a man of endurance, and that element 

is as well displayed in this incident as in 
the compilation of his great work. When 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan made his first 
speech in Parliament, it was regarded on 
all hands as @ mortifying failure. His 
friends urged him to abandon a Parliamen- 
tary career, and enter upon some field bet- 
ter suited to his ability. ‘‘No,” said Sher- 
idan, ‘‘no, it is in me, and it shall come out!” 
‘And it did, and he became one of the most 
splendid debaters in England. Loyola, the 
founder of the order of Jesuits, the courti- 
er, the man of gallantry and. dissipation, 
obtained sach mastery over himself by la- 
bor and endurance, that to illustrate the 
fact, he stood. several hours, apparently 
‘unmoved, in a pond of ice and muddy wa- 
ter, up to his chi

' ington gives the following reasons why he 
has empowered Mr. Lear to sell a portion 
of his landed estate: 

| “I have no scruple in disclosing to you 
that my motives to these sales are to re- 
duce my income, more or Jess, to specialities 
that the remainder of my days may there- 
fore be more tranquil and free from care, 
and that I may be enabled, knowing what 
my dependence is, to do as much good as 
my resources will admit; for although in 
the estimation of the world I possess a good 
and clear estate, yet so unproductive is it 
that [ am oftentimes ashamed to refuse aid 
which I cannot afford unless I sell part of 
it to answer this purpose. Besides these, 
Ihave another motive which makes me 
earnestly wish for these things—it is indeed 
more powerful than all the rest—namely, 
to liberate a certain- species of property 
which I possess, very repugnantly to my 
own feelings, but which imperious necessity 
compels until I can substitute some other 
expedient by which expenses not in my pow- 
er to avoid (however well. disposed 1 may 
be to do it) can be defrayed.” 

No one, after this disclosure of Washing- 
ton’s financial system, can accuse him of 
parsimony. It evidences the same high in- 
tegrity and thoughtful honesty which, he 
displayed at the head of our armies and in 
the presidential chair. 


Biography of Sir John Franklin. 


The reported discovery of the remains of 
this illustrious navigutor—whatever doubts 
may be thrown upon the incredibility of 
the narrative—furnishes a suitable occa- 
siou for collecting the scanty details of his 
biography, which have thus far: been com- 
municated to the public. Sir John Frank- 
lin was born in 1786, and would according- 
ly have been 68 years of age had he sur- 
vived to the present time. His native place 
was Spilsby, a small town in Lincolnshire, 
in the vicinity of the North Sea. From 
his earliest years he betrayed a certain 
boldness of disposition and love of adven- 
ture. His father endeavored to cure him 
of his sea-faring propensities, by permitting 
him to try the experiment of a voyage to 
Lisbon in a trading vessel. But this only 
produced the opposite effect. He was con- 
firmed in his taste for the ocean, and would. 
not be satisfied until he had procured the 
consent of his father to his entering the na- 
vy. He obtained a midshipman’s warrant 
in his fourteenth. year. His first service 
was in the frigate Polypheme, where he 
was distinguished for his youthful courage 
and encrgy. He was in the battle of Co- 
penhagen in 1801, and two years after ac- 
companied his relative, Capt. Flinders, on 
a voyage of dis¢overy to the South Sea, 
during which he was shipwrecked on the 
coast of New Holland, Ata subsequent 

eriod, he wasin the Bellerophon at the 

attle of Trafalgar, In 1514 he was a 
lieutenant in the Bedford, which brought 
the allied monarchs to England, He was 
concerned in the attack on New Orleans, 
where he gained great credit by his brave- 
ry and skill. In 1818 he commanded the 
brig Trent in the Polar Expedition under 
Capt. Buchan. After the failure of the 
search for the North-West Passsge by 
Capt. Ross, he received the comm ssion in 
1819, to undertake an expedition by land 
from Hudson’s Bay to the mouth of the 
Copper Mine River, in conjunction with 
Richardson and Bach, to cowperave with 
Capt. Parry, who was to visit the region 
by water. On this expedition he followed 
the coast as far as Cape Turnaguin, 68° 
30 north latitude, and after incredible hard- 
ships, having been once rescued froin death 
by the Indians, he returned to England in 
1822. Hewas promoted tothe rank of 
Post-Captain, and three years after -under- 
took a second expedition to the Polar Sea, 
visiting the coast between Mackenzie River 
and the Copper Mine River. By the mid- 
die of Aug. 1827, he hgd reached ‘the sev- 
enteenth degree of latitude, and the one 
hnndred and fiftieth degree of longitude, 
but was compelled to return by the early 
setting in of extreme cold weather. In 
recognition of his merits on this expedition 
he received the order of knighthood from 
George the Fourth. In 1830 he command- 
ed a ship of the line in the Mediterranean, 
and afterward was appointed Governor of 
Var Diemen’s Land, from which post he 
was recalled in March, 1843. Retarning 
to England in the spring of 1845 he was | 
entrusted with the command of the fatal 
expedition in which his life has fallen a sac- | 
rifice. The two vessels, Erebus and Terror, | 
in which the younger Ross had accomplish- 
ed hi§ expedition to the South Pole, were 
selected for the voyage, and two distin- 
guished officers, Capt, Crozier and Fitz- 
james, were appointed as his companions. 
The Expedition sailed on the 19th of May, 

1845, arrived at the Whale Fish Islands 
on the 4th of July, and was seen for the 
last time in Melville Bay, on the 26th of 
that month. It was not until after the re- 
turn of Capt. Ross in 1849, who had been 
sent in search of the missing navicators, 
that ral anxiety was felt for their safe- 
ty. In 1850 an Expedition was fitted out 
by Lady Franklin, and another by the Brit- 
ish Government, to seek the lost a 


t year a 
large fleet was sent out by the Brit 


; 


ernment, to make renewed search for Sir 
John ‘Franklin. Mr. Grinnell also dis-| 
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patched the Advance, under a similar er- 
rand. But all in vain. Before the an- 
nouncement of the recent intelligence no 
further hope was cherished that the lives 
of the brave explorers had been preserved. 


Their names were some time since stricken © 


from the Admiraltry list, and orders issued 
for the recall of the Expeditions.—N. Y.

We will not go be- 
youd him to see what aching heart there is 
in some poor home, that mingled with hope 
und fear, has sent him forth on this thank- 
less mission; for that the boy himself should 
be obliged to go and ask again and be re- 
fused the opportunity to be useful, is sad 
in itself. 

In this fast age—this struggling, crowd- 
ing world, there is little room-for boys; 
and there is far too little thought taken of 
the obligation that rests upon men to make 
places for them. These materials of which 
men are made are neglected, and we are 
tov prone to forget how important an cle- 
ment we ourselves are in settling the ques- 
tion whether they are good or bad.— 
We have a plea to make for the boys. 
Words of kindness and encouragement to 
those who are first launching their frail 
barks upon the voyage of life, are worth 
thousands of dollars spent in processes to 
reform such as through neglect and despair

The Blind Man, 


There isa blind man inthe church of 
which [am a member and the pastor, who 
is exceedingly poor. He was once pros- 
perous in worldly affairs, a carpenter by 
trade. He lost his eye-sight by a shower 
of lime in his eyes. His wife soon after 
was run over by some vehicle, and is bed- 
ridden for life. A dear little girl, appar- 
ently not more than five years old, leads 
him to church, They sit in front of the 
speaker's platform, and I look for his sight- 
less face every Sabbath as eagerly as he 
listens for my voice, My preaching does 
him good, and his preaching does me good. 
While the congregation sing I often sit and 
look at him, and: receive the last prepara- 
tion for preaching... A living instance of 
cheerfulness, contentment, patience, resig- 
nation, hope and ‘fervent piety, under cir- 
cumstances which usually produce any oth- 


_er results than these, is not a sight of every 


day, and not one which I can afford to lose 
without heed. He ‘will never know how 
many times his groping into church has 
struck a thrill through my heart; how 
many times he has softened my feelings and 
encouraged me; how many times he has 
revealed to me, as no words, or arguments, 
or apologies could, the reality of religion, 
and its blessedness. But he is a great 
trouble to me. And in this wise, his calm 
and modest face, upturned, often says, or 
makes me say, Are you fit to preach to that 
man? You talk bravely about humility to. 
him, and he lives it before you; you descant 
upon patience and contentment, you that 
have home and friends, books and portfo- 
lios, occupation and honor, and subsistence 
beyond all need for anxiety—you preach 
resignation and contentment to a man who 
lives with a manly and graceful dignity up- 
on his brethren in Christ!

But to return to our blind friend. He 
tronbles me. ' I wish he might trouble some 
of my friends, “Not willing to be idle, he 
makes such efforts as he can to support 
himself, We carries about a few books, 
und endeavors by their sale to earn a little, 
Now, remark, how carlessness is often cru 
clty, He leaves his books one day, and 
the next he goes about to collect the pay 
or the books again, Some are kimd, some 
ure Indifferent; some pay him, some return 
the books; and some do neither. They 
know nothing about it--have not seen the 
looks, About May-day he lost money. 
Being sick between leaving the books and 
calling again, he found, when able to search 
for them, that families had removed.-~-- 
None knew or cared for his little affairs. 
So he found the book business a losing con- 
cern and gave it up. This, however, is inci- 
dental to the story to be fold. 

On visiting Judge —, this kind 
gentleman bought some of his books, and 
gave him besides a little gift of money— 
twenty-five cents. The next Sabbath was 
the day on which the collection was to be 
taken in our church for building churches 
in the West. He was much stirred in his 
mind, He wished to contribute his two 
shillings, and yet feared that his friend 
might feel that he did wrong to give away 
his means of livelihood. Benevolence pre- 
vailed. He put all that he had into the 
plate. On Monday he called to explain to 
his’ friend and apologize for the deed. A 
blind man’s quarter will bless some church 
in the. West if it carries with it his faith, 
and zeal and consecration. There were 


hundreds and thousands of dollars given on 


that occasion, but: this was the most libere] 
of all; it was all he had. we 

Such are the members that make a 
church rich---poor in this world’s goods, 
but rich toward God-—rich in faith, in 
hope, in meekness, in patience, in prayer, 
and, according to the feeble measure of 
their ability, in good works. Many a 
church is destroyed through an ambition 
of having strong and wealthy men—only 
rich, not holy. The pulpit, perhaps un- 
consciously, is baited with all manner of 
rhetorical delicacies, and they are solicited 
with most flattering personal attentions. 
When they have conferred upon the church 
the favor of their presence and member- 
ship, they are thenceforward the curse of 
the minister andthe church. They add 
nothing to the moral power of the church, 
They bring in worldly wisdom only. The 
truth must always be spokeu with such 
prudence as the fear of offending them in- 
spires, They sit in their pews as so many 
insensible conductors, and the pulpit never 
flashes or thunders or ‘ries all its fire of 
heaven is prudently withdrawn by these

It may be very easy to sustain a church 
that has great wealth and little piety; but 
it is not worth sustaining, It is not a 
It may be difficult to sus- 
tain a church whose members are poor, but

Facts in Natural History. 


The law of life is by far the most marvel- 
lous in natural science, and especially in 
that department where; from the minute- 
ness of forms, study has heretofere been 
very limited. We ullude to Entomology, 
A little observation in this department will 
unfold to the student a series of wonders 
unsurpassed by the gigantic exhibition of 
phenomena presented in Niagara and Ve- 
suvins. , | 

Not the least astounding among these 
facts, is the multiplicity of species—-innu- 
merable diversity of forms connected with 
animate nature. The larger forma, such as 
are daily presented to us, seem co 
tively limited, and we easily oomuatbnnd 
thejreason; if they were very numerous, so 
must be their means of subsistence. But 
as only a certain amount of subsistence can 
be gleaned from a square mile, under the 
most favorable conditions, and that amount 
is not large, the existence of larger forms 
comprises extremely limited numbers. But 
when we descend to Entomology and 
Conchology, we are confused with the al- 
most innumerable diversity of species and 
variety. Of the beetle alone, there has 
been ascertained no less than thirteen 
thousand branches of this. one family. 
When surveying these apparently disgust- 
ing insects, what an idea of creative power 
we might gather from a knowledge like 
this! The study of every branch of the 
insect creation presents the same fruitful 
reflection. 

Lyonnet, a French naturalist, spent sev- 
eral years in examining the structure of a 
single insect, and left the work unfinished, 
thus showing the exceeding delicateness 
of the structure. In the body of an insect 
about an inch in length, Strauss has 
enumerated three hundred and six pieces, 
composing the stractare of the outer envel- 
ope; four hundred and nincty-four muscles, 
for putting these in motiog; twenty-foor 
pairs of nerves to animate them, and forty- 
eight of breathing 
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thousand. The house fily’s wing has a 
power of six hundred strokes ina single 
second, which can propel it thirty-five feet, 
while the speed of-the swiftest race horse is 
but ninety feet per second—more than.a 
mile per minute. The beauty of the but- 
terfly is proverbial; but how much more | 
intense should be our admiration when We .

The shout 
of approbation from the crowd and the deep 
felt obligation of the buat’s crew, together 
with the satisfaction of kndwing that they 
had succeeded in rescuing four of their fel- 
low-beings from death, was probably the 
greatest reward that brave men could have 
received. At one time their own lives was 
scarcely worth a moment’s purchase.

HumsBotpt County.—A writer in the 
Times estimates the number of square miles 
in the county at 3000, nearly all of which is 
productive of something to the use of man.

Deatu oF Mrs. Hamitton.—Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Hamilton, widow of Gen. Alexander 
Hamilton, died in Washington, Nov. 9, aged 
97 years and 3 months. : 


She was the second daughter of the dis- 
tinguished Gen. Philip S. Schuyler, of Alba- 
ny, and was born on the 9th day of August, 
1757. She was married to Alexander Hamil- 
ton, then one of the aids of Gen Washing- 
ton, with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, on 
the 9th of December, 1786, there being not 
quite a year’s difference in their ages. They 
lived together in the enjoyment of every 
blessing that could render wedded life hap- 
py, fornearly twenty-four years, and she sur- 
vived her lamented and distinguished hus- 
band more than halfacentury. Toestimate 
her character properly, it is necessary to bear 
in mind that of the individual who had se- 
lected her from the many who would have 
been proud of the distinction of his notice, as 
the companion of his life; dnd that character 
_we find so beautifully portrayed by a single 
touch of the magic percil of Mr. Webster, 
that we give it as exhibiting in a few words 
the judgment of one whose power of discrim- 
ination was seldom surpassed. After speak- 
ing of Col. Hamilton as a hero of the Revolu- 
tion, a jurist, and statesman, Mr. W. said :-— 
‘Hamilton was placed at ‘the head of the 
Treasury Department. He carried on the 
government finances; he smote the rock. of 
national resources, and flonrishing streams of 
revenue poured forth. He touched the dead | 
corpse of public credit and ®t sprang into life. 
The fabled work of Minerva from the brain 
of Jove was not more perfeét than the finan- 
cial system of the United States, which 
sprung from the conception of Alexander 
Hamilton.” It was this great man who 
sought and won Elizabeth Schuyler, and that: 
fact is enough to show her ‘worth. But, had 
she been no more than an ordinarily endow- 
ed woman, it would have been impossible to 
have passed twenty-four years of happy in- 
tercourse with such a husband without hav- 
ing her mind richly stored from the treasures 
of his mighty intellect ; and those who knew 
her, even in her-declining years, will be ready 
to testify that she wag a rare example of the 
wisdom taught by observant experience, and 
a bright example of all womanly graces.— 
Her benevolence wag most exemplary, and 
one of the finest manifestations of it was her 
habit; to within a few months of her death, 
of making occasional ‘visits to all the schools 
of the city, and she never did so without im-
